THE FINAL SESSION. 


Last Hours of the First Session of the 
Forty-Eighth Congress. 


The President Goes Through a Busy Day— 
Senator-Elect Blackburn, Speaker | 
Pro Tem of the House—The 
South American Commis- 
sion—Closing Scenes. 


Telegraph to the Fost- Dispatch. 
8 July 7. -The President arrived at 
the Capitol at 11:30 to-day and is busily engaged 
with his Cabinet in examining the measures passed 
by Congress and presented for his approval. He 
has approved the river and harbor, District of Col- 
umbia, legislative, executive and judicial, sundry, 
civil and army appropriation bills. 
THE CLOSING SCENES. - 

Congress is in the agonies of dissolution. Its ex- 
piring struggles are being witnessed with gratitude 
by gallery and lobbies, for it has been an unt ruitful 
session, either for the lobby or the country at large. 
The house having passed all the appropriation bills, 
is now amusing itself with a few harmless measures 
until the hour of 2 o'clock arrives, at which time ad- 
journment is to be had. A row of members stand in 
front of the Speaker's desk asking the passage by 
unanimous consent of this and that measure. @Oth- 
ersare packing their books and papers, making 
ready to “break” for the evening trains. In the 
lobby Belva Lockwood, ex-Secretary Bel- 
knap, and a dozen other lobbyists 
of greater or less note, fleet about 
making their last effort in behalf of their pet 
measures.

But he is a baron 
of England, and one of those independent and 
impartial British judges we hear so much about 
discharged him after he had been found guilty, 
to entertain the roughs of a neighboring pot- 
house with obscene abuse of the judge, the jury 
and the defenseless girl who had testified 
against him. It was such concessions to baron- 
ial privilege in France that brought on the 
French revolution, and this case wall probably

Beer Drinking and Heart Disease, 
From the Philadelphia Medical Newa. 

The habitual consumption of beer in ex- 
cessive quantities tends to hypertrophy by the 
direct action of alcohol upon the heart, by the 
enormous amount of uid introduced into the 
body, and by the easily assimulated nutritive 
constituents of the beer itself. Furthermore, 
such habits are often associated with great 
bodily activity and at least relatively luxurious 
manner of life. The aver weight of the 
normal heart in men is relatively greater in 
Munich than elsewhere, a fact, without doubt 
dependent upon the excesstve consumption of 
beer in that ¢ity. The characteristic changes 
in fhe form of hypertrophy under consideration 
consist in the participation of both sides of the 
heart, aud in an enormous increase in the vol- 
ume of the primitive muscular elements, with 
enlargement of the nuclei, Whether or not 
actual aumerical increase in the muscular fibres 
takes place cannot be known. Many im 
viduals addicted to such excesses attain an al. 
vanced age, notwithstanding cardiac hypertro- 
phy, by reason of constitutional peculiarities, as 
active open-air life, or an enforced moderation, 
but the greater number perish after brief iliness 
with syinptoms of cardiac failure. At the post- 
mortem examination are discovered moderate 
dropsy, pulmonary cedema, brown induration of 
the lungs, bronchitis, congestion of the lungs, 
liver, spleen, kidneys, and other organs. Fatty 
degeneration of the muscular wall of the head 
is absent in most of the cases, and death must 
in the absence of adequate anatomical lesions 
be looked upon as due to ysis of the car 
dial nerves and ganglia. condition of such 
subjects not rarely amounts toa true plethora 
of the most typical kind, such as is seen among 
the drivers of beer wagons and workers in 
breweries in this country. The excesses in beer 
common in some of Germany, are are in 
the New World, but that such excesses are at- 
tended by a direct and 4 dunger, hitherto 
little suspected, should be generally under- 
stoop.
